artists  Kimon  and  Euaenetos.  These  decadrachr.o  are  amonc  the 
most  famous  and  most  beautiful  coins  of  all  time. 

2.  Facing  Head  Tetradrachm  of  Syracuse  designed  by  Kimon  and  ad¬ 
mittedly  the  finest  representation  of  the  facing  head  on  any 
coin,  the  example  shown  is  the  third  best  known  of  this 
scarce  coin. 
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DR,  DIVING:  3.  Dekadrachm  of  Agrigentum,  one  of  the  rarest  of  Greek  coins 
(cont’d)  (6  examples  known)  of  which  the  one  shown  is  the  third  best 

specimen. 

MISS  MANNERING t 1 .Quadragatus  (silver  didrachm)  of  early  Rome,  from  the 

Morganthau  collection. 

2. Drachm  from  Asia  Minor,  an  unusual  and  scarce  type,  struck 
ca.  500  B.C. 

3. Shield  type  stater  from  Boeotia  struck  ca.  350  B.C.  These 
three  Greek  coins  were  in  an  unusually  fine  state  of  pre¬ 
servation.

Russian  progress  in  Science,  Housing  and  Education  has  been  remarkable,  but 
they  are,  at  the  same  time,  sensitive  to  their  shortcomings.  The  lack  of  con¬ 
sumer  goods  in  stores  and  the  fuel  shortage  are  often  the  butt  of  Russian  Jokes. 

Everyone  was  curious  and  misinformed  about  the  United  States.  To  them  the 
factory  conditions  of  1860  are  still  practiced  here  in  1960.  They  feel  friendly 
to  our  citizens  but  do  not  trust  our  leaders. 

Admiral  Dodson  visited  the  Russian  Ooln  Collections  in  Moscow  and  Leningrad. 
The  latter  collection  was  fabulous,  containing  4000  Sassanian,  700  of  Moorish 
Spain  and  500  Sycee  pieces. 
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His  admiration  for  the  Russian  Ballet  was  unbounded. 


The  Admiral's  impressions  were  that  the  Russian  people  were  contented  and 
had  an  intense  desire  for  world  peace.  Although  he  heard  some  grumbling,  he 
saw  no  chance  at  all  for  an  overthrow  of  their  government,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  a  pride  in  their  country  and  her  achievements. 

This  description  of  his  visit  was  interspersed  with  so  many  interesting 
anecdotes  and  personal  experiences  that  he  seemed  to  carry  us  around  the  globe 
to  Russian  soil  to  live  again  with  him  this  remarkable  adventure.

Percy  Rideout  described  the  opening  of  the  new  coin  gallery  at  the  Smithsonian 
and  reported  on  its  excellence. 

COINS  OF  THE  BIBLE 

Ben  Lowenstam  began  our  discussion  of  the  "Coins  of  the  Bible"  by  outlining  the 
early  Biblical  use  of  money  and  advanced  the  theory  that  Abraham  may  have  used 

stamped  pieces  of  gold  and  silver  in  his  financial  transactions,  described  in  the 

Bible.  No  such  pieces  have  as  yet  been  unearthed,  however,  and  these  early 
"Shekels"  must  give  place  to  the  coinage  of  the  Maccaboe's  in  150B.C.  as  the  ear¬ 
liest  known  Hebraic  coinage.  To  this  early  period  Ben  ascribed  the  famous  Hebrew 
Silver  Shekels  as  well  as  the  usual  bronze  coins.  He  also  discussed  the  Lepton 
Series  of  Alexander  Jannaeus  and  the  later  Roman  rulers  of  Judaea,  as  well  as  the 
coins  of  the  1st  and  2nd  Revolt.  Ben  closed  his  review  by  an  imaginative  descrip¬ 
tion  of  Christ  in  the  Temple  overturning  the  tables  of  the  money  changers,  while 

he  and  your  secretary  scrambled  around  picking  up,  respectively,  the  Hebraic  and 

Roman  coins  rolling  promiscuously  about  underfoot. 

EXHIBITS 

Ben  Lowenstam  accompanied  his  talk  with  many  examples  from  his  outstanding  col¬ 
lection  of  Biblical  coins.  These  coins  were  later  displayed  on  the  Beloptican. 

Your  Secretary  then  showed  some  of  his  Biblical  coins  and  about  some  of  them,  ad¬ 
vanced  some  thoughts  quite  at  variance  with  those  previously  expressed  by  Ben. 

These  variances  were,  however,  the  "classio"  ones,  and  are  as  unlikely  to  be  resolved 
with  certainty  in  the  future  as  they  have  never  been  in  the  past.  Mr.  Hodgden 
ended  the  Beloptican  display  with  three  beautiful  and  outstanding  specimens  of  the 
three  most  sought  after  Biblical  coins;  the  Tribute  penny;  the  Shekel  of  Aradus ,  and 
Augustus’s  shekel  of  Antioch.  June  Pond  then  exhibited  Numismatic  literature  re¬ 
lating  to  Biblical  coinage.

collectors  among  us  agog.  The  coins;  the  first  coinage  of  Tarentum,  with  incuse 
reverse,  of  which  6  known  specimens  have  survived,  and  an  example  of  the  rare 
coinage  of  1  Tanus  in  Crete,  depicting  Glaucus,  the  god  half-fish  and  half-man.

Guifford 
of  a  public  announcement  over  Station  WEEI  for  a  search  for  old  coins;  Minutes 
from  a  January  1925  meeting  on  the  1804  silver  dollar  sold  in  New  Hampshire  for 
$2.50;  and  Minutes  of  the  February  1926  meeting  (Mr.  Dillon)  on  the  art  and  pure 
beauty  of  ancient  greek  coins* 

ores .  Kosrofian  announced  the  subject  for  the  May  meeting,  "Ancient  Greek  Coin 
Types"  Mr.  Charles  Wormser  of  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.,  NYC  was  next  introduced 
as  our *  guest  speaker  for  the  evening,  his  subject  "Numismatics  1935”.  He  prefaced 
his  talk  with  mention  of  the  ’‘business  atmosphere"  of  both  collector  and  dealer, 
also  the  mention  of  the  recently  held  P.N.G.  show  in  Chicago  and  the  controversial 
role  of  ANA  by  PNG.  His  last  visit  to  Boston  and  talk  before  the  BNS  was  about  five 
vears  ago  Mr.  Wormser  mentioned  the  parallel  between  the  periods  1936-1960  with 
^wth  in* our  hobby,  to  the  period  1960-1965  where  growing  pains  have  been  compounded. 
Numismatists  of  the  former  period  collected  for  one  or  all  of  three  reasons. 

UD1  Artistic  Values.  2.  Historic  or  Geographic  Interests.  3.  Series  (i.e.  by 
dates  to'complete  sets).  In  the  last  five  years  the  new  breed  of  "collector"  is 
eculator.  The  hoarding  of  coin,  rolls,  and  bags  in  great  quantities  has 
l-SPcted  the  *  attention  of  the  government  to  the  coin  collector  and  our  respectable 
'  1^b°  Mr.  Wormser  next  touched  on  burglary.  In  the  last  4  or  5  years  the  incidents 
10  Multiplied  several  times  and  this  has  become  a  very  serious  problem.  Another 


area  of  concern  is  faking  of  coins,  and  this  was  covered  thoroughly  by  both  Mr. 

John  Ford  and  Don  Taxay  during  PNG,,  (reprinted  in  Coin  World  for  those  unable  to 
attend)  .  Ho  urged  that  only  experience  and  reputable  dealers  can  spot  faked 
coins.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  inroads  of  faking  are  devaluating  true 
rarities  and  causing  much  concern  among  our  fraternity.  Mr.  V/orraser  condoned  the 
Teletype  machines  as  influencing  normal  collecting  habits  to  become  dealing  in  a 
commodity  .  He  said  commodities  are  handled  by  the  stock  exchanges  in  Chicago, 
or  elsewhere.  He  brought  out  the  role  of  ANA  in  the  current  trends,  suggesting  that 
with  added  strength  it  should  make  itself  felt  by  government.  His  wide  scope  of 
numismatic  coverage  touched  on  conventions  and  he  felt  that  the  number  of  conventions 
should  be  regulated  "to  somewhere  around  6  good  conventions  a  year  .  Possibly  these 
would  have  the  AHA  "Seal  of  Approval",  The  rising  market  over  the  last  12  years  has 
siphoned  off  good  material  to  the  point  where  prices  are  too  high. 

Mr.  Wormser’s  next  two  points  were  along  the  vein  of  Demoralization  .  Condition 
and  cleaning.  Conditions  of  coins  have  been  in  some  instances  set  ahead  two  or 
three  times.  The  generally  accepted  grading  guide  is  “Brown  &  Dunn  .  Of  course, 
there  will  always  be  differences  of  opinion  such  as  the  EF  or  AU  classification  and 
ethers.  Cleaning  of  coins  and  the  influx  of  so  many  chemical  preparations  has  be¬ 
come  a  serious  problem  in  that  cleaning  has  upgraded  marginal  coins  to  bring  un¬ 
realistic  prices. 

Mr.  Wormser  concluded  his  very  enlightening  presentation  with  comments  about  the 
future .  The  professional  societies  and  associations  will  strengthen  themselves  from 
within  and  possibly  become  a  stronger  influence  on  government.  The  PNG,  formei^y 
kept  a  smaller  organization,  is  now  opening  up  and  will  improve.  A  word  about  tne 
government  -  unless  the  hoarding  of  coins  is  stopped,  and  malpractice  in  general, 
the  government  will  intervene.  He  added,  "Collectors  pursue  your  hobby  as  I 
mentioned  earlier,  either  for  Artistry,  History,  or  Series  .  Mr.  Wormser  received 
a  rising  ovation  of  thanks.  Following  his  presentation,  Pres.  Kosrofian  assigned 
the  cake  cutting  ceremonies  to  June  Pond.  Ex-Pres.  Clapp  presented  June  Pond  with 
a  birthday  present  in  behalf  of  our  celebration  and  following  the  coffee  and  cake  the 
meeting  W3S  adjourned.

JUNE  MEETING 


The  June  meeting,  our  last  of  the  season,  was  called  to  order  by  President  Kosrofian 
with  15  members  and  guests  present. 

The  Secretary’s  report  of  the  May  meeting  was  read.  Apologies  were  offered  for  the 
"incorrect  corrections",  which  were  made  to  the  minutes  of  our  April  birthday 
party  and  published  in  Bulletin  #192.  The  statement  the  reports  read  from  and 
quoted  during  our  birthday  party  were  by  Mrs.  Shepard  Pond  and  the  speaker  was 
Cyrus  Dallin"  was  deleted  from  the  minutes  and  the  record  of  the  April  meeting 
was  amended  as  regards  the  following  facts  (1)  that  the  excerpts  then  read  from 
the  past  BNS  meetings  of  1926  were  written  by  Shepard  Pond,  not  the  least  of  whose 
many  significant  contributions  to  our  Society  was  serving  as  Secretary  from  1924 
to  1927  and  (2)  that  the  principle  speaker  at  our  birthday  party  was  Charles 
Wormser,  one  of  our  longstanding  members  from  New  York,  whose  interesting  and 
provocative  discussion  of  the  problems  of  today's  numismatics  is  still  a  frequent 
subject  of  conversation  among  the  members  of  our  Society, 

It  was  unfortunate  that  so  few  members  were  present  to  hear  Mr,  Dewing  discuss 
early  greek  coins  and  to  see  and  handle  the  beauty  and  style  of  the  seven  unusual 
coins  he  displayed  from  his  collection.  To  everyone  present,  regardless  of  his 
numismatic  interests,  Mr.  Dewing's  talk  and  exhibits  were  an  unforgettable  and 
enjoyable  experience  and  one  which  can  come  but  rarely  into  the  life  of  any 
numismatist.  He  discussed  and  displayed  coins  of  particular  historical  signifi¬ 
cance  and  interest  as  follows: 

1  Electrum  coin  from  MILETUS,  to  which  city  many  authorities  attribute 
the  earliest  coins  of  that  metal. 

2.  Gold  coin  of  King  Croesus  of  Lydia,  the  earliest  coin  struck  in  that 
precious  metal. 

3  Silver  coin  of  Aegina,  the  first  of  the  long  and  beautiful  silver  coins 
struck  by  the  Greek  city  states. 


4.  Two  Athenian  coins  from  the  time  of  Solon,  one  struck  at  70  drachma 
per  Mina,  the  other  at  100  per  Mina. 

5.  An  example  of  the  famous  Demarateion,  Decadrachra  from  Syracuse. 

6.  A  Facing  Head"  type  Tetradrachm  engraved  by  the  famous  Syracusan 
sculptor  KIMjON  and  prototype  for  the  many  other  facing  head  types 
found  on  Greek  coins  from  Italy  to  Asia  Minor. 

Many  thanks,  Mr.  Dewing^” 

It  was  fortunate  that  Mr.  Dewing's  presentation  cf  early  Greek  coins  was  so 
interesting  because  the  projector,  being  nan  by  inexperienced  hands,  quickly 
got  out  of  order  and  our  scheduled  slide  presentation  had  to  be  omitted.  However, 
thanks  to  the  fact  that  Earl  Tuttle  brought  the  belloptican  and  Tom  Rockwell  a 
collection  of  fractional  currency,  we  were  able  to  have  some  interesting  dis¬ 
cussions  on  this  subject.  In  addition,  the  other  exhibits  were  displayed  on  the 
belloptican. 

It  was  announced  that  the  summer  picnic  would  take  place  at  the  home  of  Tony 
Porcaro  on  Saturday,  August  7,  at  3:30  P.M.  Directions  for  reaching  Mr.  Porcaro  s 
house  will  be  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  Society  before  that  time.

The  book  entitled  "A  Grand  Series  of  National  Medals''  is 
authored  by  Mr.  James  Mudie,  Esquire®  It  is  on  a  rare  occasion  like  this 
that  such  a  scarce  and  unusually  choice  collection  of  beautifully  preserved 
medals  can  be  enjoyed.

"Famous  Leaders  during  World  War  II  "a  There  were  18  in  all  end  these  were 
struck  in  Venezuela  in  1959.  Also  disployed  was  a  dated  pamphlet  printed 
by  the  Numismatist  -  1895  -  and  authored  by  Chas.  Tatcan® 

6.  Among  the  several  remaining  papal  medals  were:  Pius  IX  in  proof.  Caius  I 
(around  400  A.D.).  Pius  XI,  and  Pope  Sixtus  V,  and  others. 

The  exhibits  were  among  the  finest  ever  displayed  and  all  present  were  more  than 
p-ratified  by  the  time  and  effort  spent  in  putting  this  material  together  and  trans¬ 
porting  it  to  our  meeting.  This  commendable  display  of  exhibits  (and  more  planned 
like  them)  will  enhance  and  enrich  your  numismatic  education.  But  it  is  of  no  use 
to  read  about  it.

OTHER  BUSINESS 

A  letter  forwarded  the  Society  from  Maurice  Gould  was  passed  around  for  those 
caring  to  learn  how  to  order  Churchill  Crowns.  Mr.  Whiteneck  told  of  the 
International  Coin  Dealers  Alliance  adopi ion  of  their  resolution  not  to  handle 
coins  struck  for  collectors.  These  are  special’  coins  and  not  those  struck  for 
regular  circulation.  A  similar  adoption  has  been  taken  by  stamp  dealers  on  stamps 
for  collectors  printed  just  to  get  U.S.  dollars.  In  many  instances  stamps  have  been 
issued  where  there  has  not  been  any  postal  system  whatsoever. 

As  there  was  no  further  new  or  old  business,  Harold  Whiteneck,  guest  speaker  for 
the  evening  was  introduced.  His  most  interesting  talk  covered  the  early  period  of 
circulating  currencies  in  this  country,  through  the  colonials  and  all  types  of 
regularly  struck  U.S.  coins  from  1793  to  date.  Most  interesting  points  covering 
sizes  and  weights,  metallic  content  and  fineness,  etc.,  were  brought  out  showing 
the  public  rejection  or  acceptance  of  various  coinage  pieces.

He  spoke  about  the  seat  of  numismatics,  with  excerpts  from  his 
current  book,  on  the  founding  of  the  B.N.S.  in  Boston,  giving  credit  xo  Boston 
and  N.E.  as  a  location  where  the  early  interests  and  gatherings  of  collectors 
started.  He  traced  a  good  deal  of  the  history  of  the  B.N.S. ,  the  trends  of 
coin  collecting  today,  the  educational  aspects  and  interests,  and  lastly 
read  excerpts  from  many  letters  received  over  the  years  inquiring  about  coins 
and  attribution  of  personal  material.  He  also  touched  upon  the  interest  in 
his  night  courses  in  numismatic  education  and  the  national  interest  in  some 
of  the  college  credit  courses  offered  in  several  accredited  institutions. 

He  also  told  of  the  extreme  difficulty  in  assembling  completed  sets  and

Mr.  Pittman  is  currently  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of  A.N.A.  He  is  a 
national  authority  on  U.S.  and  Canadian  coins  and  in  great  demand  as  a 
lecturer.  John's  talk  was  most  enlightening  and  very  interesting  as  he  is 
such  a  personable  speaker  as  is  Maurice  Gould.  He  spoke  at  great  length 
about  hanky-panky  . in  numismatics  which  is  most  prevalent  today.  Dealer 
manoeuvering  of  price  structures,  the  creating  of  false  trends  and  scarcity, 
etc. ,  are  all  detrimental  to  our  hobby  and  to  be  scourned  upon.  The  sharp 
rise  in  some  Canadian  material,  pushed  by  dealers,  has  caused  their  downfall. 
The  real  honest  to  goodness  choice  materials  remain  in  demand.  He  stressed 
to  collect  for  collectings'  sake  and  if  one  realized  a  substantial  apprecia¬ 
tion  in  prices  and  value,  this  should  be  only  a  secondary  consideration.  He 
mentioned  the  wonderful  work  of  the  A.N.A.  and  even  offered  application 
blanks  for  those  interested  in  membership.  He  covered  robbery  briefly  as 
his  own  loss  must  be  a  very  touchy  subject,  although  it  has  been  most  re¬ 
cently  announced  that  a  great  part  of  his  collection  has  been  returned 
intact. 


At  the  end  of  his  talk  and  question  and  answer  period  the  club  and  guests  sang 
a  round  of  Happy  Birthday  .  Both  Maurice  Gould  and  John  Pittman  were 
presented  B.N.S.  Pilgrim  Medals  dated  1620-1920  in  appreciation  of  their 
contributions  to  our  memorable  evening  by  Jim  Clapp.

AD).  -  Legend  in  square  reads  in  Persian  "1337  yek-dah  tenga"  1919  ten  tenga  - 
this  a  rare  coin.  Emir  'Alarn  ibu  'Abd-ul-ahad  1911-1920.  Guinea  -  west  coast 
of  Africa  became  independent  in  195^,  25  francs,  1962.  Guyana  -  the  former 
British  Guianna  on  northern  coast  of  South  America,  and  5^  brass.  Rest  are 
cupro-nickel,  1967.  Rwanda  -  formerly  part  of  Belgian  UN  Trusteeship  of  Ruanda - 
Urundi,  located  in  east-central  Africa.  Became  a  republic  July  1,  1962.  1,  5 

and  10  francs,  1964.  Niger  -  500  francs  i960  "essai"  (trial).  Singapore  - 
these  coins  carry  the  word  Singapore  on  the  reverse  and  is  the  first  time  this 
word  has  appeared  on  circulating  coins.

The  1000th.  meeting  of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society  was  called  to  order  at 
8:30  P.M.,  10  March  1970,  President  Charles  Talamo  in  the  chair.  Thirty-one 
members  and  twenty  guests  were  in  attendance. 

IXie  in  large  part  to  the  lamentable  confusion  created  by  the  hotel  in  the 
location  of  our  meeting  room,  minutes  of  the  999th.  meeting  were  emitted.  Two 
applications  for  membership  were  read:  Bruce  Richman  and  Robert  A.  Spence.  Also 
noted  were  an  invitation  from  the  Collectors  Club  of  Boston  to  Join  them  for  their 
25th.  anniversary  banquet  on  11  April  1970;  and  the  final  dates  and  location  of 
the  1973  American  Numismatic  Association  convention:  Thursday,  23  August  -  Monday, 
27  August,  1973 t  at  the  Sheraton  Boston  Hotel. 

Mrs 4  Pond  read  two  cor  ratulatory  letters  on  our  1000th.  meeting  from  Herbert 
Bergen,  President  of  ANA,  and  from  Oscar  Dodson,  former  ANA  President.  Personal 
greetings  were  offered  by  Wayne  Rich,  President  of  NENA,  who  also  invited  all  to 
the  October  197°  NENA  conference  in  Bedford,  New  Hampshire. 

In  recognition  of  those  who  attended  this  1000th.  recorded  meeting  -  there 
are  known  to  have  been  some  via  ccorded  gatherings  -  Malcolm  Chell -Frost  mov«  that 
the  names  be  duly  entered  in  the  minutes. 

Our  member -speaker,  Mr.  Charles  Wormser,  was  introduced  by  June  Pond.  The 
Waterloo  Medal,  designed  by  Benedetto  Pistrucci,  was  intended  to  commemorate  the 
end  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars.  Gold  specimens  were  to  have  been  presented  to  the 
four  winning  monarchs.  Pistrucci  had  had  a  good  background  in  the  designing  of 
gems  and  cameos,  and  succeeded  Thoms  Wyon  at  the  Royal  Mint.  From  1819  con¬ 
siderable  political  and  artistic  controversy  and  indecision  plagued  the  medal, 
and  it  was  not  until  18^9  that  the  design  was  ready:  but  by  that  time  only  the 
Duke  of  Wellington,  of  all  interested  parties,  survived,  France  was  now  an  ally, 
and  Russia  was  making  trouble  in  the  Balkans.  Thus,  no  true  medals  were  ever 
struck,  those  examples  extant  being  electros  in  soft  metals.  One  such  medal, 
courtesy  of  Mrs.  Rose  Lowenstam,  and  excellent  obverse  and  reverse  plates,  courteey 
of  Mr.  Wormser,  were  present,  giving  near  perfect  realization  of  the  incredibly 
beautiful  and  ornate  allegorical  figures  encircling  the  three-quarter  busts  of 
the  four  conquering  rulers. 

Following  a  brief  question  period,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:l8  p.m<, 
after  which  all  enjoyed  a  delicious  cake  suitably  provided  for  our  100th.  (sic) 
meeting,  ably  served  by  Mrs.  Fitts  and  Miss  Pond. 

For  those  interested.  National  Coin  Week  will  be  observed  April  19-25,  and 
we  shall  have  several  exhibits  set  up  in  the  Home  Savings  Bank  window  from  the 
17th,  throught  the  29th. 

Coming  attractions:  Mr.  Vincent  O'Brien  will  be  our  guest  in  May,  and  will 
discuss  the  Papal  coinages.  In  June  our  own  Leonard  Finn  will  enlighten  us  on 
Colonial  coins  and  currency.

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The  1001st.  regular  meeting  of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society  was  called  to 
order  at  8:20  P.M.,  l4  April  1970,  President  Charles  Talamo  in  the  chair. 

Fifteen  members  were  present. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  amended  to  note  that  the 
100th.  meeting  also  celebrated  the  110th.  birthday  of  the  Club.  Thus  amended, 
the  minutes  were  unanim  -usly  approved. 

Notice  was  made  of  the  Club  exhibit  currently  on  display  in  the  Home 
Savings  Bank  window  for  National  Coin  Week.

In  a  B.N.S.  first,  Jim  Clapp  was  presented  two  A.N.A.  Educational  Awards 
for  his  recent  talks  before  our  Club  and  the  Framingham  Coin  Club. 

Exhibits  on  display  included  a  set  of  Alaska  "bingles" ;  medals  of  French 
luminaries  (c.l820);  Swedish  U-daler  plate;  ghetto  and  concentration  camp  notes 
of  c.  I9U0. 

Ably  substituting  for  the  unavailable  A.N.A.  slide  set  scheduled  for  the 
evening,  Morey  Perlmutter  presented  a  most  interesting  display  and  discussion 
of  double  eagles  and  $20  gold  back  notes.  Noting  that  the  first  and  last  year 
of  issue  coins  were  unavailable  to  collectors  (iQkg  and  1933),  he  showed 
examples  from  the  several  mints.  The  earliest  notes  were  certificates  of 
deposit,  while  later  series  represented  government  obligation.  His  exhibit 
included  the  Series  1882  first  public  issue,  also  known  as  the  "Garfield  Mem¬ 
orial",  and  the  famous  "technicolor"  note. 

Following  a  brief  discussion  period,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:1+0.

Fourteen  members  and  two  guests  were  present.  Minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  read  and  unanimously  approved. 


There  being  no  old  business,  A.N.A.  Educational  Awards  were  presented 
to  Morey  Perlmutter  and  Charles  Wormser,  the  latter  to  receive  his  by  mail. 
It  was  suggested  and  warmly  received  that  cards  be  sent  to  Earl  Tuttle  who 
would  shortly  undergo  minor  surgery. 


The  garbled  Coin  World  report  of  our  1000th.  meeting  was  read  and 
received  hearty  condemnation.  Your  Secretary  has  since  written  Coin  World 
enquiring  of  the  origin  of  the  notice,  and  suggesting  that  greater  edit- 
orial  care  be  exercised  in  the  future.  A  letter  of  apology  was  also 
written  to  Mr.  Wormser. 


Exhibits  on  display  included:  Heath's  Counterfeit  Detectors  of  1866 
and  1867,  plus  several  monthlies,  and  a  banknote  "broadside"  used  in 
counterfeit  detection;  United  States  and  Scottish  communion  tokens; 
Mormon  church  money  notes;  an  AV  U  escudo  cob  of  Philip  II  and  an  AV 
New  Orleans  die  trial;  Atwoods  Transportation  Tokens;  a  1557  ecu  of 
the  Spanish  Netherlands  of  Philip  II  with  English  titles. 

The  formal  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:^5  p.m. 


Mr.  Vincent  P.  O'Brien,  our  featured  guest,  spoke  on  the  coin 6  of  the 
Popes.  The  Concordat  of  1929  which  recognized  the  Vatican  as  independent 
and  sovereign  meant  that  the  Pope  could,  subject  to  no  authority,  issue  his 
own  stamps  and  coins  —  which  he  had  in  effect  been  doing  for  centuries. 

In  the  8th.  century  Gregory  XIII  issued  tokens,  and  Adrian  I  struck  the 
first  coins,  approved  by  Charlemagne.  Few  breaks  are  noted  in  the  series 
from  c.  1300  until  1870  when  stopped  by  Garibaldi.  In  i860  the  prevalent 
Italian  denominations  were  adapted,  and  Vatican -Italian  coins  continue  to 
circulate  interchangably.  Victor  Emanuel  and  Serafini  are  the  authors  of 
the  best  literature  on  Papal  coinages. 


For  our  June  meeting  Leonard  Finn  will  speak  on  "United  States 
Historical  Medals."  Plan  to  be  with  us  for  this  interesting  and  seldom 
explored  phase  of  our  history.  The  meeting  will  be  held,  as  usual,  in 
the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel,  8:00  p.m.  Dinner  at  6:30  for  those  who  wish.

Eleven  members 
and  one  guest  were  present.  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  accepted 
no  old  business  came  before  the  meeting. 

Mention  was  made  of  books  and  pamphlets  available  at  the  Government  Printing

Eleven  members  and  three  guests  thoroughly  enjoyed  an  excellent  discussion 
of  Methods  of  Striking  Spanish  Coins  delivered  by  Jeff  and  Jokd  Trevas.  Colored 
slides  fittingly  illustrated  the  coins  discussed  Prom  Ancient,  Medieval  and 
Modem  times.
